And many a man who thought he 
could set the world on fire turned 
out to be a wet blanket.

CLEVELAND, O., May 23.— 
“It's as easy to learn to walk 
with perfect equilibrium in wa­ 
ter as it is to learn to ride a 
bicycle.’’ 
Rev. Father Odenbach. pro­ 
fessor of astronomy at St. Ig­ 
natius’ university here, was au­ 
thority for this statement today. 
Reviving a secret of physics 
lost since the eigbtenth century. 
Rev. Odenbach explained today 
that the human body 
will not 
sink in water because it is one- 
eleventh lighter than the water 
it can be forced to displace. 
“Just as easy as we learn to 
walk on stilts or ride a bicycle, 
we may take any position 
and 
maintain it in water for 
any 
length of 
time 
desired,” 
he 
added. 
Demonstrations were employ­ 
ed by Father Odenbach to prove 
the fundamental soundness of 
the discovery. Proper and sci­ 
entific balancing of the 
head, 
hands and arms permitted him 
to walk through the water in a 
large swimming pool. 
Aside from renewing a discov­ 
ery made in 1 797 by the Italian 
scientist, Oronzio De Bernardi, 
the Cleveland 
physicist today 
quoted Magus, a German scien­ 
tist, who has demonstrated that 
the pose of the body and the po­ 
sition of the limbs depends on 
the poise of the head. 
This 
tallies with 
the 
Odenbaeh-De 
Beruardi theory.

It was early in the year 1875 
that af the suggestion of the late 
Alderman Charles Michel a commit­ 
tee of the council consisting of Mr. 
Michel. John Paul and ll. I. Bliss, 
the latter 
city engineer, 
was ap­ 
pointed to look into the matter of a 
waterworks with a view to submit­ 
ting plans to bond the city for that 
purpose to the popular vote. 
The report of engineer Rliss, based 
upon a survey made at the time, 
bears date of June l l , 1 875, and tile

gallons a year, whereas in 1907 it 
had been reduced, notwithstanding 
increased number of consumers, to 
approximately one billion gallons a 
year. 
In addition to this reduction 
of approximately 2,700,000 gallons 
per day. or from 193 to 96 gallons 
per capita per day, there had been a 
reduction of approximately $5,000 
a year in the coal cost for pumping. 
On the other hand, the advantage 
derived from the revision of rates 
is shown by fact that, with a big 
reduction in the cost of pumping and 
in consumption, the revenues from 
the water plant had increased from 
1699 to 1907, 
a period 
of eight 
years, from $8,939 to $19,146, a to­ 
tal of over $10,000. 
However, Dr. Anderson was not 
fully satisfied with the progress that 
had been made.
